We are not so sensitive now, but in 
assessing blame for what was then 
done it is ohly just to consider the 
then attitude toward repudiation, and 
the effect it would have on the credit 
of governments still heavily in the 
market as borrowers.

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rpHE importance of the work bej/ng done under the 
Crop Testing Plan cannot be too greatly emphasized 
and it is gratifying to those directly concerned with the 
work when farmers whom they > are ttying to assist show 
their interest and appreciation by turning out in such large 
numbers as they did when the crop testing field day was 
held at Vulcan. Eighty-five farmers, from every part of 
the district, were there to learn more about their business 
of growing wheat. They wanted to know how the wheat 
they were growing would classify, whether they could im¬ 
prove the yield and quality by making a change and why 
they should change if their crop tested fair. 

They learned that the quality of wheat grown in the Vul¬ 
can district has shown a gradual improvement ever since 
the Crop Testing Plan was instituted and that this year 
50Vi of the wheat tested was classified as Grade “A” com¬ 
pared to the Western Canada average for the past eight 
years of 26'/f grade “A” Wheat which grades “A” is true 
to variety and, if clean, is good enough to be used as seed. 

Those whose sample graded“B” learned that their wheat 
is beginning to become mixed and that it is advisable for 
them to secure some new seed. 23',, of the sampled*tested 
at Vulcan graded “B.” ‘il'A of the samples tested graded 
“C" and the growers learned that they were working with 
a badly mixed, old-fashioned, unsuitable or low-yielding 
variety. They were told by the experts present that far¬ 
mers who are producing anything less than “A” class 
crops are needlessly losing money, both in yield per acre 
and in grade. 

Pure quality wheat and low quality wheat both take the 
same amount of labor to seed and harvest and yet the 
higher yields and grades secured from better quality seed 
mean increased incomes to the producers. Farming is a 
business and therefore it is only natural that every far¬ 
mer should attempt to grow the best quality of wheat pas¬ 
sible. And though the percentage of class “A” wheat be¬ 
ing produced in thiS district is increasing from year-to 
year, there yet remains those who are needlessly losing 
money every season by growing inferior wheat. 
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WHAT WILL THE HARVEST BE

A popular pursuit of the summer months is an esti- 
-^niate of the western crop. Experts and amateurs 
alike, roll up the- figures, and this year they are generally 
optimistic. Farmers seem to believe thej- are entirely too 
optimistic. * 

From the city man one will hear that the crop outlook is 
the best in years. Kiom the farmer in. the same area, the 
opinion expressed is much less hopeful. Across the west 
generally, there seems to be this difference of opinion, and 
sijrely the farmer should know best. 

For example, in the city of Winnipeg, there are predic¬ 
tions of excellent crops. The report is that the C.N.It. is 
making preparation to provide equipment only necessary 
for h bumper crop. Yet throughout rural Manitoba, ex¬ 
pectations were much less rosy. At the beginning of July, 
the outlook was conceded to be exceptionally good, but 
blistering heat and lack of rain brought the crop on too 
fast. A stand that looked fine from the road, did not show 
up so well on close inspection. Harvesting came on a 
week or ten days sooner than expected, and grain had not 
filled. The farm view was that “excellent” should be modi¬ 
fied to “fairly good.” 

A somewhat similar situation prevails in Saskatchewan. 
June rains were good, and from the roads the fields look 
well. The city man will say “a 15 or 20 bushel average.” 
But the man in the field will put the average at consider¬ 
ably less. 

The same seems to be tiue of Alberta. The highway 
traveller sees long stretches of fields, apparently superior 
to anything which is evident between Winnipeg and the 
foothills. But the canny farmer says “The grain looks bet¬ 
ter than it is. It is not going to produce any bumper crop.” 

Naturally, news of a big western crop means a great deal 
to industry. It promises a large volume of business in the 
fall, and more prosperous times for everyone. It is natural 
that the wish should he father of the thought. And it is 
difficult for those who are not actually on the farm to real¬ 
ize how prospects can he diminished by dry searing weath¬ 
er in July. 

On the other hand, farmers are rarely optimistic about 
the crop on hand. They see too many possibilities oT dan¬ 
ger to show over-confidence. And the heralding of a bump¬ 
er crop before it is in the bin, is regarded by many as “bad 
medicine.” • - 

A’few weeks now will prove Whether there has been too 
much optimism regarding the crop. Although it may not 
develop as satisfa -torily as was indicated in June .there doc.’ 
seem to be the well-founded hope that almost every part 
of the west is going to have some crop.

IT is not until they have travelled elsewhere that'people 

-*■ living on, or adjacent to, Alberta’s Number One 
highway, can realize how fortunate they are. The comfort 
of travelling such a road, after crashing and crackling over 
gravelled highways is like reaching a Fromised land after 
forty years in the wilderness. The practical evidence of 
the value of a well-surfaced road, may be seen daily in the 
traffic which goes through this town. From every direction 
in every part of Canada and United States, tourists are 
being routed by Number One highway if possible, and ad¬ 
vised against other Alberta roads. 

While enjoying the direct benefits of living on one of the 
finest highways of the west, one cannot escape the thought 
of the harm that is done to the tourist trade by the bad 
toads which are encountered in many (ither parts of the 
province. 

Montana offers an example of excellent roads niaintain- 
d by the revenue from gasoline taxes. Certainly the charm 
of Montana scenery is negligible for the most part, but the 
-oads are good. Consequently tourists- use them in ever- 
'noreasing numbers. The gas tax returns are proof of 
his. And the business people of Montana benefit immeas- 
ureably by the tourist traffic. Owners ‘of gas stations, 
tourist camps, restaurants', etc., along Number Two high¬ 
way through Montana and North Dakota state that the 
great proportion of their business comps from Canadians. 
>>omp go so far as-to say that 75'v of their business comes 
from Canadian tourists. 

That is an east-west trade that Canadian west is losing 
because of inferior roads. It is a joint problem for federal 
rnd provincial governments. And the habit already estab¬ 
lished of reaching an American highway as soon as possible 
s going to be hard to overcome. 

Alberta’s roads running to the east are definitely infer¬ 
ior to the Saskatchewan east-west highway. Yet the gen¬ 
eral appearam e of Alberta towns and countryside is much 
more piepossessing and prosperous looking than Saskatch¬ 
ewan. Why should our roads be worse, and why should a 
•annonade of rocks he the signal of entrance onto an Al¬ 
berta road. 

Just act ass the border are states much more desolate 
from a scenic view than anythingwhich our mid-west pre¬ 
sents. Yet they have roads over which a continual stream 
nf foreign traffic rolls. It is because theyeuse the revenue 
from the gas tax for the "maintenance of their roads. It is 
time that western Canadian governments wakened to the 
fact that they are not only fading to attraet their reason¬ 
able share of outside tourist trade, hut are losing a tre- 
nendous volume of Canadian trade. Our Number One 
highway is the great exception.

The immediate duty of Canadian 
citizeiis-ss-yto expose and counteract 
all anti-democratic influences.

Recommendations 
are being sent to the federal govern¬ 
ment, especially by Y.M.C.A. and V. 
W.C.A. It is only ttirougn our own 
efforts that we may achieve the same. 
The opinion expressed was that free 
education should be given throughout 
the Dominion up to grade 12 inclus¬ 
ively. A minimum wage law to be 
set up for teachers providing an ade¬ 
quate standard of living.

Regulations governing the market¬ 
ing of wheat ‘through the Canada 
wheat board for the orop year 1939, 
especially the 5,000-bushel limitation 
of deliveries, were issued from the 
head office of'the board. 

Under the Wheat Board Act, each 
fanner or group of farmers operating 
as a unit, may deliver 5,000 bushels of 
.wheat to the board. The initial price 
will be 70 cents a bushel, basis No. I 
[“Northern, Fbrt William. 

Employees and dependents of far¬ 
mers are not grower-producers aiul 
are barred from delivering wheat to 
the bbard, but sons of farmers, oper¬ 
ating land for their parents may par¬ 
ticipate under a lease-agreement sys¬ 
tem. 

Penalties Provided 

-The farmers will be required to ob¬ 
tain permits for marketing their grain 
and penalties are provided for breach 
of the regulations, a fine not exceed¬ 
ing $100 or imprisonment for a ueriod 
not exceeding one month. 

In addition to buying from the 
grower, the board may buy from land¬ 
lords, vendors, mortgagees or others 
“entitled by contract or operation of 
law to wheat grown by someone else." 

Where there is a mortgage on a 
farm and the owner-grower sells to 
the board 2,000 bushels of wheat 
grown on that farm, then the mortga¬ 
gee can sell to the board only 2,000 
bushels grown on that farm. 

Where in such circumstances there 
is a landlord or a vendor as well as 
mortgagee, total sales of the landlord 
or vendor and mortgagee can only.be 
2,000 bushels. 

Where a mortgagee receives 2,000 
bukhels of wheat grown on each of 10 
farms and in each case the owner- 
grower sells 3,000 bushels or less to 
the board, the board may buy the 
whole 20.000 bushels from such ijiort-

Today, new problems, new dangers, 
face us. We are living in an unstable 
world of limited horizons, world of 
alarm, attacks both blatant and insid¬ 
ious upon the ideas and achievements 
for which generations have struggled. 
These things have not found us un¬ 
worthy but have stimulated us into 
action. Uncertainty and fear have 
given way to determination and re¬ 
sponsibility. With our future at stake, 
youth is struggling for a change. 

The world must be changed if civil¬ 
ization is to survive. It is not merely 
human nature—but the social order it¬ 
self is at fault. The Youth Congress 
has drawn up resolutions and propos¬ 
als, but they will not be carried out 
unless we really get busy and do 
something about them. 

At the Congress there were five 
commissions, namply: Y'outh in In¬ 
dustry. Y’outh in Agriculture, Cana¬ 
dian Unity and Canadian Peace Poli¬ 
cy. 

The Canadian capital structure is 
predicated upon a continually expand¬ 
ing industrial structure and this in¬ 
dustrial expansion has slackened to 
an alarming degree. Therefore, the 
Youth Congress advocates the enact¬ 
ment of Federal legislation to reduce 
hours of woik per week to a maxi¬ 
mum of 40. The hours of a working 
day shall not be spread by shifts to 
exceed a period of 12 hours; to estab¬ 
lish uniform minimum wage rates 
based on government figures for the 
cost of living; piovide two weeks holi¬ 
day with pay for all persons emplay- 
ed in industry; reduce old age pens¬ 
ion age limit to 65 Jears and that pen¬ 
sion rate to be increased to $30.00 per 
month. Workers reaching the age of 
65 years to retire from work. The 
Co ngress.recommends that the youth 
encourage unorganized workers to 
avail themselves of the protection of 
the new law, which states that the era 
ployer should not interfere with or 
discriminate against his employees, 
who are members of a trade union or 
who seek to join a trade union of their 
own choice. , 

Until unemployment insurance is 
inaugurated or public work projects 
supply woik to unemployed youth, the 
government must provide at least a 
minimum amount of work to guaran¬ 
tee the necessities of life to unemploy¬ 
ed women. 

Immediate establishment of a wide 
and comprehensive public works pro¬ 
jects is a great favor. For example the 
completion of Trans-Canadian High¬ 
way, development of the St. Law- 
lence Seaway, Alaska highway, anu 
Hudson’s Bay—Fort Churchill rail¬ 
way. This would give jobs to thous¬ 
ands of young people. The elimina-

,f embargo did endanger the economic 
welfare of a few Japanese, that would 
oe nothing dbmpaied to millions of 
people who are being mur.dered, tor¬ 
tured and raped in China. An era- 
Imigo would he the lesser of two evils. 
It i* a choice between a red war of 
bloodshed and a white star of eco¬ 
nomics. Canada must decide whether 
she w ill stand lor defeat of China, the 
bulwark of demociacy in tlie Orient. 
She must decide whether she will keep 
net- self-respect and fight for democ¬ 
racy or follow Chamberlain’s policy 
of submitting to aggression. By help¬ 
ing China we will save peace and, 
therefore, embargo is necessary.
